SlR:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  this 
Department  from  the  date  of  my  appointment  as  Adjutant  General 
August  19,  1891,  to  date. 

The  organization  of  the  National  Guard  of  this  State  in  time  of 
peace  as  provided  for  in  Section  2  of  the  Military  Code,  being  the 
Act  approved  March  12,  1889,  is  as  follows:  Ten  (10)  companies  of 
Infantry,  two  (2)  troops  of  Cavalry,  and  one  ( 1 )  battery  of  Artillery. 
It  is  further  provided  in  Section  3  of  the  Code  that  the  organization 
of  the  National  Guard  shall  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of 
the  United  States  regulating  the  organization  of  the  army  thereof. 
A  literal  compliance  with  this  section  would  give  as  the  maximum 
number  of  officers  and  men  allowed  by  the  law — exclusive  of  the 
General  Staff — forty-seven  (47)  officers,  and  seven  hundred  and 
eighty  (780)  enlisted  men,  an  aggregate  of  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  (827).  The  organized  force  at  present  in  the  State 
consists  of  but  nine  companies  of  Infantry,  one  Troop  of  Cavalry, 
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and  one  Battery  of  Artillery,  being  one  company  of  Infantry  and 
one  Troop  of  Cavalry — less  than  is  authorized  by  law.  Applications 
have  been  made  for  permission  to  form  companies  to  fill  the  vacan- 
cies, but  as  there  was  not  a  sufficient  supply  of  either  Quartermaster 
or  Ordinance  stores  to  equip  them  the  necessary  authority  could  not 
be  granted.  In  regard  to  the  Cavalry  Company  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  one  troop  is  ample  for  the  needs  of  the  State  at  this  time,  as  un- 
less the  company  is  composed  wholly  of  men  able  to  own  and  keep 
their  own  horses,  mounted  drill  can  seldom  be  had  and  when  had 
with  horses  hired  here  and  there  for  the  occasion  without  training 
other  than  saddle  horses  and  frequently  not  even  that,  it  is  not  pos- 
sible for  the  troop  to  make  even  a  fairly  respectable  appearance. 

Captain  Boutelle,  of  the  First  Cavalry  United  States  Army,  who 
inspected  Troop  A,  stationed  at  Helena,  in  1891,  said:  "It  is  a  pretty 
hard  matter  to  make  an  intelligent  or  fair  report  upon  a  Troop 
mounted  which  is  never  mounted  upon  ordinary  occasions.  Horses 
were  hired  wherever  they  could  be  found  and  being  untrained 
were  not  very  manageable.  Most  of  the  men  of  the  troop  are  fair 
riders  and  quite  a  number  excellent  horsemen.  The  troop  looked 
and  did  as  well  as  could  have  been  expected  under  the  circumstances, 
it  pot  having  been  mounted  in  two  years.  If  it  pleased  the  Gov- 
eriior  and  was  satisfactory  to  the  troop,  it  seems  advisable  to  reorganize 
as  an  Infantry  Company,  for  as  such  it  could  make  a  very  satisfac- 
tory showing,  and  for  field  service  could  be  mounted  at  any  time." 

I  would  not  by  any  means  recommend  the  change  of  organiza- 
tion suggested  by  the  Captain.  The  State  can  well  afford  one  Cav- 
alry Company,  and  as  this  one  is  composed  of  as  good  material  as 
there  is  in  the  State,  and  is  commanded  by  one  of  the  best  officers  in 
the  service,  it  would  not,  in  my  opinion,  be  well  to  make  the  change, 
but  as  1  have  before  said,  I  am  not  in  favor  of  organizing  additional 
Cavalry  Companies. 

Troop  B,  of  Bozeman,  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  members 
thereof,  gave  up  their  cavalry  organization,  re-organized  as  Infantry, 
and  is  now  known  as  Company  H,  of  the  First  Regiment. 

The  number  of  officers  and  men  now  in  the  service  as  shown  by 
the  latest  report  is  as  follows:

As  has  been  heretofore  shown,  there  are  two  companies  less  in 
the  service  of  the  State  than  was  shown  in  the  last  report,  and  are 
allowed  by  law.  These  vacancies  occurred  by  reason  of  the  muster- 
ing out  of  Company  H,  of  Billings,  by  reason  of  expiration  of  term 
of  service,  and  of  Company  1,  of  Missoula,  by  order  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  14  of 
the  Military  Code,  which  reads  as  follows: 

If  it  appears  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  that  a  company  of  the  National 
Guard  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  in  matters  of 
uniform,  equipment  and  discipline  so  that  it  is  incapacitated  to  discharge  the 
duties  required  of  it,  such  company  may  he  disbanded  by  him. 

It  was  clearly  shown  by  the  report  of  Captain  Boutelle  that  this 
company  had  failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  as 
above  stated,  and  they  were  therefore  promptly  mustered  out  and 
the  State  property  in  their  hands  returned  to  the  Arsenal. 


Inspection  on  the  30th  of  May. 


Section  23  of  the  Military  Code  reads  as  follows: 

There  shall  be  a  public  parade  and  inspection  of  every  company  of  the 
National  Guard,  in  the  day  time,  on  the  thirtieth  dav  of  May  in  each  year.  The 
inspection  shall  be  conducted  by  officers  detailed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Com- 
mander-in-chief, and  such  detail  shall  be  made  at  sufficient  time  before  the  said 
day  to  enable  each  officer  so  detailed  to  notify  the  commander  or  commanders  of 
the  company,  companies,  battalion  or  regiment  which  he  or  they  will  inspect,  at 
the  hour  and  place  at  which  they  shall  assemble  for  such  inspection.  The 
reports  of  each  inspecting  officer  shall  be  immediately  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant- 
General,  who  shall  thereupon  as  promptly  as  possible  convene  the  Military 
Board,  before  which  such  reports  shall  be  laid  by  him.  and  if  each  company  is 
found  by  said  Board,  on  examination  of  its  muster  roll  and  the  report  of  the 
inspecting  officer,  to  be  fully  up  to  the  standard  of  members,  discipline  and 
efficiency  required  by  this  act,  each  such  company  shall  receive  from  the  treasury 
of  Montana  the  allowance  now  annually  made  by  law,  which  shall  be  applied  to 
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the  payment  ot  armory  rent  and  to  defray  other  expenses  necessary  to  maintain 
it.  Such  payment  shall  be  made  upon  report  of  the  Adjutant-General  of  the 
action  of  the  Military  Board  approving  the  same  to  the  proper  auditing  officer  of 
Montana,  who  is  hereby  empowered  to  draw  warrants  upon  the  treasurer  for  the 
proper  amounts.  Any  such  fund,  and  all  other  funds  in  the  treasury  of  the 
company  when  it  is  disbanded  or  mustered  out,  shall  be  paid  forthwith  by  the 
officer  mustering  out  into  the  treasury  of  Montana;  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  collect  and  receive  all  such  money  to  that  use. 

This  portion  of  the  law  being  that  upon  which  depends  the 
annual  payment  to  the  different  companies  has  necessarily  been 
closely  followed  and  strictly  construed,  but  the  results  have  been 
extremely  unsatisfactory.  While  it  is  well  to  have  a  parade,  pre- 
ceded by  an  inspection,  on  the  thirtieth  of  May,  it  should  not  be  the 
official  inspection  of  the  year.  This  (the  official  inspection)  should 
be  made  by  one  and  the  same  officer,  of  all  the  organizations  in  the 
State,  and  at  such  time  as  may  be  most  convenient,  between  the 
1st  day  of  May  and  the  30th  day  of  June.  The  reports  of  an  inspec- 
tion conducted  in  this  way  would  be  of  great  value  to  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief and  the  Adjutaut-General  in  determining  the 
relative  standing  of  the  troops  ;  but  as  it  is  now,  each  company,  or 
at  most  each  battalion,  being  inspected  by  a  different  officer,  each 
with  his  own  idea  of  what  should  be,  and  his  reports  being  made 
accordingly,  renders  them  of  very  little  importance.  What  would 
be  "  good  "  to  one  officer  would  be  only  fair  or  indifferent  to  another, 
although  each  officer  would  undoubtedly  intend  to  do  exact  justice 
to  all  according  to  his  understanding.  The  inspections  should  be 
made  by  the  Inspector-General  in  person,  if  possible,  or  in  his 
absence,  by  an  officer  specially  appointed  for  knowledge  of  and 
experience  in  military  affairs. 


Annual  Encampment  of  the  National  Guard. 


Section  20  of  the  Military  Code  provides  for  an  encampment 
once  every  year,  not  to  exceed  seven  days  duration.  In  consequence 
of  "  no  appropriation  "  no  encampment  has  been  held  since  1889; 
and  while  it  is  doubtless  true  that  the  reasons  for  withholding  this 
appropriation  were  at  the  time  good  and  sufficient,  it  is  believed  that 
such  reasons  no  longer  exist,  and  it  is  therefore  to  be  most  earnestly 
hoped  that  at  the  coming  session  the  necessary  appropriation  will  be 
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made.  1  believe  it  to  be  absolutely  essential  to  the  proper  and  suc- 
cessful conduct  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State,  it  being  ex- 
tremely difficult  if  not  actually  impossible  to  keep  the  men  together 
and  preserve  the  proper  military  spirit  and  discipline  without  such 
encampment.  The  law  providing  for  the  organization,  etc.,  of  the 
National  Guard  of  the  State  of  Kansas  is  very  similar  to  ours,  and 
there  as  here  the  Legislative  Assembly  failed  to  make  the  appropria- 
tion for  an  encampment.  In  commenting  upon  this  the  Adjutant- 
General  of  that  State,  an  officer  of  long  service  and  experience  both 
in  the  army  and  in  the  National  Guard  of  the  State,  says: 

This  has  had  a  most  disheartening  effect  upon  the  Guard,  and  has  made  it 
a  very  difficult  matter  to  keep  alive  the  interest  that  is  essential  to  success.  The 
life  of  a  military  company  is  in  a  marked  degree  monotonous,  and  something  in 
the  way  of  recreation  and  change  is  essential,  in  addition  to  this,  the  encamp- 
ment is  absolutely  necessary  as  a  means  of  giving  proper  instruction  in  guard 
duty  and  battalion  movements,  and  as  furnishing  the  only  opportunity  to  the 
field  officers  to  see  their  commands  together. 

The  proper  instruction  of  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  can  be 
accomplished  in  no  other  way  than  by  bringing  the  regiment  together,  at  which 
time  the  commissioned  and  non-commissioned  staff  are  brought  out  and  put  on 
duty,  and  those  matters  of  vital  importance  to  a  regiment  if  called  upon  to  take 
the  field  looked  after  and  arranged  for. 

With  this  1  most  heartily  concur  and  agree. 


Target  Practice. 


The  system  of  target  practice  heretofore  prevailing  has  not  been 
by  any  means  all  that  could  be  desired.  Most  of  the  companies,  and 
perhaps  all,  had  some  practice,  but  not  in  the  way  that  was  likely  to 
be  productive  of  the  best  results.  The  matter  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Military  Board  early  in  the  present  year,  and  at  a 
meeting  of  said  Board,  held  on  the  18th  of  March  last,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  there  should  be  detailed  a  com- 
petent officer,  who  shall  have  entire  charge  of  the  target  firing  and 
rifle  practice  of  the  National  Guard  of  this  State,  and  that  said  officer 
shall  prepare  proper  Rules  and   Regulations  for  the  government  of 
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such  rifle  practice  and  submit  them  to  this  Board  for  approval  at  the 
earliest  convenient  date. 

Which  resolution  was  duly  approved  by  the  Governor. 

1  regret  to  say  that  1  have  been  unable  to  find  an  oificer  with 
sulTicient  time  at  his  disposal  to  permit  of  his  accepting  the  detail, 
consequently  none  has  been  made.  There  has,  however,  been  a 
great  revival  of  interest  in  the  matter  throughout  the  whole  National 
Guard,  and  in  view  of  this  fact  it  was  decided  to  have  a  target  com- 
petition, to  be  participated  in  by  the  several  companies  (the  battery 
excepted),  the  estimated  expense  of  which  would  be  about  two  thou- 
sand dollars,  this  amount  being  available  from  the  appropriation  for 
the  year.  Plans  were  formulated  and  the  instructions  given  in  Gen- 
eral Order  No.  20  (published  herein).  Every  company  entitled  to 
participate  was  represented,  with  the  exception  of  Co.  B,  of  the  First 
Infantry,  which  company,  for  reasons  as  yet  unexplained,  failed  to 
comply  with  the  terms  of  the  order.  An  invitation  was  also  sent  to 
the  College  of  Montana  at  Deer  Lodge,  where  they  have  a  military 
department  under  charge  of  Lieut.  Geo.  P.  Ahern,  of  the  25th  in- 
fantry, U.  S.  Army,  which  invitation  was  accepted  and  a  team  of  five 
sent  from  there.  1  was  especially  pleased  with  the  appearance  and 
conduct  of  these  young  men.  Their  shooting  was  above  the  aver- 
age, they  taking  fourth  place  in  the  list  of  ten  teams.  Much  credit, 
however,  is  due  to  all  taking  part  in  this  contest.  The  firing  was 
very  satisfactory,  forty-three  men  out  of  the  fifty  qualifying  either  as 
first  class,  riflemen,  marksmen,  experts  or  sharpshooters,  and  in  ad- 
dition to  this,  and  perhaps  of  equal  importance,  was  the  uniform  ex- 
cellent discipline  and  good  order  that  prevailed  throughout,  not  a 
single  complaint  being  made  of  any  breach  thereof  during  the  time 
the  men  were  in  this  city.  The  report  of  Lieut. -Col.  Shoemaker,  the 
commanding  officer,  is  as  follows:  (See  General  Order  No.  24.  Ap- 
pendix.) 

1  recommend  the  amendment  of  the  law  so  as  to  provide  for  the 
appointment  of  an  officer  on  the  general  staff  of  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  to  be  known  as  inspector  of  small  arms  practice,  with  the  rank 
of  Colonel.  1  know  of  no  State  that  is  not  provided  with  such  an 
officer,  and  there  is  one  on  duty  at  the  headquarters  of  every  mili- 
tary department  in  the  United  States. 
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Pay  of  the  National  Guard. 


Section  1463  of  the  Compiled  Statutes  of  the  United  States  reads 
as  follows: 

Each  and  every  member  of  such  organization  shall  receive  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  per  day,  and  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  night,  or  three  dollars  for 
each  day  and  night  together,  and  the  usual  United  States  army  rations,  when 
serving  under  the  order  ot  the  Governor  to  suppress  riots,  or  to  enforce  the  civil 
law,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  County  Treasury,  on  the  order  of  the  County  Com- 
missioners, if  such  service  is  requested  by  the  county  officers;  and  when  called 
into  active  service  by  the  Governor,  in  case  of  invasion,  riot,  or  insurrection,  they 
shall  receive  a  like  compensation,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  Montana  on 
the  order  of  the  Governor. 

It  is  clear, and  is,!  believe, the  unanimous  opinion  of  every  officer 
in  the  service,  that  the  above  named  allowance  is  far  beyond  the 
ability  of  the  State  to  pay.  No  such  amount  is  paid  by  any  State  in 
the  Union.  A  very  simple  amendment,  and  one  that  would  answer 
the  purpose  admirably  so  far  as  it  goes,  would  be  to  strike  out  the 
words  "one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  night,  or  three  dollars  for  each 
day  and  night  together."  This  would  leave  the  pay  at  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents  per  day,  which  is  just  about  what  it  should  be  for  the 
lowest  grade.  In  addition  to  this,  however,  the  pay  should  be  graded 
in  accordance  with  the  rank  of  the  soldier.  Nothing  is  better  under- 
stood by  military  men  than  the  good  effect  upon  the  officers  or  men 
caused  by  a  promotion  that  carries  with  it  an  increase  of  pay.  No 
matter  how  small  the  increase  may  be,  the  feeling  remains  that  it 
was  shown  by  the  promotion  and  the  increase,  that  not  only  was  the 
man  considered  fit  for  a  higher  position,  but  that  his  services  were 
worth  something  more  than  he  had  heretofore  received.  Nothing 
can  be  more  conducive  to  good  military  discipline  than  a  feeling  of 
this  kind. 


Armories. 


The  great  want  of  the  several  companies  outside  of  the  City  of 
Helena,  is  that  of  an  Armory  or  building  in  which  to  meet,  drill,  and 
keep  their  uniform,  arms,  and  other  property.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
some  legislation  may  be  had  during  the  coming  session  that  will,  in 
some  measure  at  least,  overcome  this  great  obstacle  to  the  proper 
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handling  of  most  of  the  companies  in  the  State.  The  reported  at- 
tendance at  the  weekly  drill  is  not  by  any  means  satisfactory,  the 
main  cause  of  which  undoubtedly  is  the  want  of  proper  accommo- 
dations. 


Poll  Tax. 


Section  37  of  the  Military  Code,  being  the  Act  approved  March 
12,  1889,  provides  among  other  things  that,  "every  officer  and  soldier 
shall  have  his  uniform,  arms,  ammunition  and  accoutrements  required 
by  law,  free  from  all  suits,  distresses,  executions  or  sale  for  debt,  or 
payment  of  taxes,  aiid  lie  shall  be  exempt  from  all  poll  taxes^  Since 
the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  and  the  organization  of  the  State 
Government  some  differences  of  opinion  have  arisen  between  the 
county  officers  who  are  charged  with  the  collection  of  this  tax  and 
the  members  of  the  National  Guard  regarding  its  payment.  The 
matter  was  officially  brought  to  our  attention  by  a  communication 
from  Capt.  B.  D.  Whitten,  of  Great  Falls,  on  the  15th  of  March  last, 
believing  that  in  a  matter  of  such  importance  the  opinion  of  the 
highest  legal  authority  should  be  had  the  matter  was  at  once  referred 
to  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State,  who  on  the  first  day  of  April 
rendered  the  following  opinion  thereon: 

To  His  Excellency,  J.  K.  Toole, 

Governor  and  Com>nandcr-in- Chief  of  the  National  Giiard  of 
the  State  of  Montana: 

SIR: — Herewith  we  note  the  receipt  of  a  communication  under 
date  of  March  15,  and  signed  B.  D.  Whitten,  Captain  commanding 
Company  A,  National  Guard,  which  bears  your  indorsement,  re- 
questing this  department  to  give  an  opinion  upon  the  question  therein 
contained:  "is  a  member  of  the  National  Guard  exempt  from  the 
payment  of  poll  tax?" 

The  tax  above  noted  and  now  known  as  a  "poll  tax"  was  com- 
monly nominated  as  a  "poor  tax,"  and  is  fixed  at  two  dollars.  Sec- 
tion 163,  Revenue  Law,  1891. 

The  first  provision  made  by  the  Legislature  for  granting  exemp- 
tions to  members  of  the  National   Guard  was  in  1887,  section  1474, 
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Statutes  of  1887,  wherein  it  was  provided  that  "The  members  of  all 
military  organizations,  duly  organized,  uniformed  and  equipped  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  exempt  from  serving  on  juries 
during  the  period  they  shall  remain  members  thereof." 

In  1889  the  Legislature,  by  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for 
the  organization,  regulation  and  discipline  of  the  National  Guard  of 
Montana,"  provided,  among  other  things,  "That  every  enlisted  man 
shall  serve  for  the  period  of  three  years,  unless  sooner  discharged  for 
disability  which  incapacitates  him  to  perform  his  duty,  or  for  other 
sufficient  cause.  They  shall  be  entitled  to  exemptions  from  civil 
duties,  as  now  provided  by  law.     Section  12,  page  193,  Lawsof  1! 


The  exemptions  noted  in  the  laws  of  1887  are  therefore  contin- 
ued in  force  by  the  exception  in  the  section  last  cited;  therefore  it 
must  be  conceded  that  all  members  of  the  National  Guard,  during 
their  term  of  service,  are  exempt  from  jury  duty. 

An  examination  of  the  act  which  provides  for  the  complete  or- 
ganization of  a  National  Guard  of  this  State,  required  that  the  organ- 
ization of  such  Guard  shall  conform  from  time  to  time  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  laws  of  the  United  States  regulating  the  organization 
of  the  army  thereof,  and  that  the  system  of  tactics  and  discipline 
shall  always  be  the  same. 

Such  legislation  placed  the  citizen  soldier  under  very  strict  rules 
and  regulations,  and  required  of  him  a  complete  obedience  to  the 
commands  of  his  superior;  to  become  efficient  in  the  manual  of  arms; 
to  conduct  himself,  while  on  duty,  in  every  particular  as  a  soldier;  to 
meet  at  the  company  headquarters,  for  military  instructions  and  drill, 
a  certain  number  of  days  in  each  year;  to  hold  his  uniform,  arms, 
ammunition  and  accoutrements  required  by  law  free  from  all  suits, 
distresses,  executions  or  sales  for  debt,  or  payment  of  taxes;  and  in 
case  of  invasion  or  insurrections,  tumult,  riot,  they  are  required  to 
repel  or  repress  the  same  when  called  upon  by  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  so  to  do. 

To  requite  in  part  the  citizen  soldier  for  the  performance  of  such 
duties  the,  Legislature  provided  that  each  member  of  the  National 
Guard,  while  on  duty,  should  receive  out  of  the  treasury  of  Montana 
the  same  compensation  when  serving  in  annual  encampment  as  now 
provided  by  law  to  be  paid  when  called  into  active  service  by  the 
Governor  in  case  of  invasion,  riot  or  insurrection;  and  they  further 
provided  that  every  officer  and  soldier  shall  be  exempt  from  all  poll 
tax. 
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That  the  National  Guard  are  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-chief goes  without  question;  that  they  must  obey  his  or- 
ders, whenever  called  upon  so  to  do,  even  to  the  detriment  of  their 
own  private  matters  or  the  business  they  are  engaged  in,  and  that 
they  are  required  to  serve  for  a  period  of  three  years,  unless  sooner 
discharged,  or,  through  sickness,  become  incapacitated  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  assigned  to  and  devolving  upon  them,  is 
equally  true. 

The  members  of  the  National  Guard  were  mustered  into  its  serv- 
ice under  an  oath  to  fully  obey  the  law,  as  well  as  their  superior 
officers;  and  the  State  at  the  same  time  informed  them  that  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  in  force  at  the  time  when  they  were  mustered  in 
would  be  fully  and  faithfully  kept  on  the  part  of  the  State.  The 
State  conditioned  that  all  members  of  the  National  Guard  should  not- 
only  be  exempt  from  jury  duty  during  their  term  of  service,  but  that 
they  should  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  all  poll  tax;  which  was 
a  contract  binding  upon  the  State  equally  as  strong  as  was  the  con- 
tract binding  upon  the  soldier  when  he  took  the  oath  to  obey  the 
commands  of  his  superior  officer,  and  as  well  to  abide  by  the  law 
under  which  he  became  a  member  of  the  National  Guard. 

If  the  State  at  any  subsequent  period  could  lawfully  say  to  her 
National  Guard  that  it  would  repudiate  the  contract  entered  into  and 
thereby  evade  the  obligations  voluntarily  assumed,  which  were  prom- 
ises made  to  induce  the  citizen  to  enter  her  service,  under  what  rule 
of  law  could  the  State,  repudiating  its  own  burdens  and  obligations, 
require  the  National  Guard  to  bear  those  which  the  members  had 
voluntarily  assumed  and  the  law  itself  imposed. 

The  State  would  impose  conditions  precedent  (which  are  bur- 
dens and  duties)  upon  her  National  Guard,  but  would  refuse  to  per- 
form conditions  subsequent,  which  are  obligations  of  the  State  bene- 
ficial to  her  soldiers. 

That  the  State  has  not,  and  would  not,  repudiate  any  of  its  prom- 
ises, obligations  or  contracts  is  evidenced  from  its  past  history,  even 
though,  by  the  provisions  of  a  law,  such  intention  might  be  either 
expressed  or  implied. 

We  believe  that  the  mustering  into  the  National  Guard  of  any 
citizen  of  Montana  is  a  quasi  contract  entered  into  on  the  part  of  the 
members  thereof  and  the  State,  which  cannot  be  broken  on  the  part 
of  the  member  of  the  National  Guard  without  being  subject  to  dis- 
cipline and  punishment  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  which  cannot 
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be  broken  on  the  part  of  the  State  without  repudiation  and  the  ex- 
hibition of  bad  faith. 

As  the  one  will  not  be  permitted  by  the  State  or  the  other  sanc- 
tioned by  the  constitutional  law,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  all  mem- 
bers of  the  National  Guard  in  the  State  of  Montana  are  exempt  from 
all  poll  taxes,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  163  of  the 
Revenue  Act.

Enrollment. 


The  several  States  are  required  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Secretary,  of  War,  of  their  National 
Guard  or  Militia  organizations  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each 
year.  It  is  also  required  that  in  this  report  shall  be  shown  the  num- 
ber of  persons  liable  to  military  duty,  that  is  to  say  between  the  ages 
of  eighteen  and  forty-five  years.  In  order  to  get  an  accurate  return 
it  is  necessary  that  an  enrollment  should  be  made  by  the  several 
County  Assessors,  but  as  there  has  heretofore  been  no  law  in  this 
State  requiring  this  to  be  done,  the  report  has  been  made  based  upon 
the  best  estimate  that  could  be  obtained.  The  new  law  as  prepared 
by  the  Code  Commissioners  contains  a  very  excellent  provision  re- 
garding this,  and  should  it  become  a  law  no  further  difficulty  will  be 
experienced  in  this  connection. 


State  Appropriation. 


The  appropriation  made  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  at  its  last 
session  for  the  support  of  the  National  Guard  for  the  years  1891  and 
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1892  was  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  for  each  year,  divided  as 
follows: 

For  the  annual  payment  to  the  thirteen  Companies,  $^00  each $  6,500  00 

Salary  of  the  Adjutant  General 500  00 

Salary  of  the  Ordnance  Officer : 300  00 

For  ail  other  purposes 2,700  00 

Total $10,000  00 

In  1891  but  ten  companies  were  paid,  Companies  H  and  I  having 
been  mustered  out  before  the  allowances  were  made  for  the  year,  and 
Co.  K  being  in  such  a  state  of  disorganization  that  its  payment  was 
not  recommended  by  the  Military  Board.  1  am,  however,  pleased  to 
say  that  this  company  has  been  reorganized,  new  officers  elected,  and 
now  compares  favorably  with  the  other  companies  of  the  regiment. 
In  the  year  1891,  therefore,  the  sum  of  $1,500  was  covered  back  into 
the  State  Treasury  from  the  appropriation  to  the  companies.  In  1892 
eleven  companies  were  paid  and  $1,000  reverted  back  to  the  general 
fund  of  the  State,  or  $2,500  in  the  two  years. 

By  Section  34  of  the  military  code  an  allowance  of  one-half  the 
amount  given  to  a  company  of  Infantry,  or  $250,  is  made  to  the  Reg- 
imental Band,  but  as  no  specific  appropriation  was  made  it  was 
necessarily  paid  each  year  out  of  the  appropriation  "For  all  other 
pnrposes."  The  above  named  appropriations  appear  to  have  been 
sufficient  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  made  and  it  is  believed 
that  an  additional  twelve  thousand  dollars  would  be  enough  to  cover 
the  cost  of  the  encampment  of  the  whole  National  Guard  of  the 
State.  This  would,  of  course,  be  not  much  more  than  half  the 
amount  heretofore  expended  for  this  purpose.  But  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  about  all  the  material  necessary  to  be  used  is  on  hand,  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  sufficient. 


Annual  Allowance  Made  to  the  State  by  the  United 

States. 


The  allowance  made  the  State,  being  its  proportion  of  the  annual 
appropriation  of  $400,000  made  by  the  Congress  for  the  support  of 
the  National  Guard  of  the  several  States,  is  $2,764.98  per  annum,  to 
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be -taken  in  such  Ordnance  and  Quartermaster  stores  as  are  issued  to 
the  army  of  the  United  States.  While  a  much  larger  sum  could  be 
used  to  great  advantage  it  is  believed  that  with  care  this  amount  will 
be  sufficient  to  supply  deficiencies  in  the  equipment  of  the  National 
Guard  of  this  state,  should  its  numbers  not  be  materially  increased 
for  some  time  to  come.

Changes  in  the  Present  Law. 


The  Code  commission  have  prepared  an  entirely  new  law  to  take 
the  place  of  the  present  Code.  Many  changes  have  been  made,  the 
majority  of  which  are  at  least  of  doubtful  utility.  In  fact  the  matter 
was  considered  to  be  of  so  much  importance  that  a  meeting  of  the 
Military  Board  was  ordered  held  for  the  purpose  of  considering  it. 
The  Board  was  composed  of  the  Adjutant  General,  Inspector  Gen- 
eral, the  Colonel  of  the  Regiment  of  Infantry  and  the  Captain  of  the 
Cavalry  Company.  The  board  gave  careful  consideration  to  every 
section  of  the  proposed  law,  and  in  all  cases  where  it  was  thought 
neces-^-ary,  framed  amendments  to  cover  the  defects  which  in  their 
opinion  existed.  One  copy  of  the  report  of  the  Board  will  be  laid 
before  the  Governor  and  one  before  the  Committee  on  Military 
Affairs  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  at  the  coming 
session.  Should  the  views  of  the  Board  prevail  and  the  amendments 
suggested  by  them  become  the  law,  it  is  believed  that  the  Military 
Code  of  this  State  will  be  all  the  law  that  will  be  required  for  some 
years  to  come.

Infantry. 


C  COMPANY,  FIRST  INFANTRY— HELENA. 

Organized  in  1887.  Commanded  by  Captain  John  W.  Cleary 
since  1888.  Its  estimated  recruited  strength  is  32;  exact  record  could 
not  be  produced.  Present  at  inspection:  Commissioned  officers,  1; 
enlisted  men,  12.  Armed,  clothed  and  equipped  like  the  other  com- 
panies of  the  regiment.  No  guard  duty  since  last  encampment. 
Target  practice  twice  this  year.  Regulation  target  A  at  200  yards. 
No  given  results.  It  occupies  jointly  with  dismounted  Troop  A  and 
Battery  A  a  commodious  Armory  at  Helena,  with  company  store 
rooms  well  appointed.  Reports  more  than  one  drill  per  week  the 
past  year  and  four  parades,  but  declined  to  drill  in  my  presence.  The 
captain  appeared  to  be  capable,  but  gave  the  impression  of  dissatis- 
faction and  inability  to  bring  his  men  together.  The  company  needs 
reorganization  or  encouragement.  There  are  no  penalties  imposed 
for  absence;  no  schools  or  recitation;  no  fire  discipline  under  the  new 
drill  regulations  up  to  this  time.  A  descriptive  book  and  company 
minute  book  are  kept.  Many  of  the  men  seemed  entirely  ignorant 
of  simple  duties.

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TROOP  A,  CAVALRY— HELENA. 

This  remains,  as  Last  year,  a  dismounted  troop,  so  far  as  ob- 
-served.  Organized  in  1887.  Commanded  since  1890  by  Captain 
Wm.  Zastrow,  an  officer  of  fine  military  presence,  evidently  earnestly 
engaged  in  his  work.  Recruited  strength,  40;  present  at  inspection, 
3  comrnissioned  officers  and  26  men.  Arms,  Springfield  carbines  and 
sabers.  Accoutrements,  McKeever  cartridge-box  and  black  leather 
belt.  Equipments,  none.  Clothing,  both  full  dress  and  fatigue. 
Company  has  not  had  much  guard  duty,  but  begins  non-commis- 
sioned officers'  school  soon.  Has  also  had  limited  target  practice,  at 
which  prizes  have  been  offered.  No  systemized  record  kept  under 
Blunt  rules,  it  shares  in  the  large  State  Armory  at  Helena.  Drills 
have  been  held  once  each  week  the  past  year,  all  but  two  dis- 
mounted. Parades,  2.  Penalties  for  offenses  are  generally  imposed. 
Six  recitations  have  been  held,  regular  schools  to  commence  at  once. 
No  fire  discipline.  Descriptive  book  and  minute  book  are  kept. 
There  are  eight  or  ten  private  horses  in  troop;  others  are  hired  when- 
ever the  troop  happens  to  mount.  The  company  gave  a  dismounted 
drill  in  the  open,  displaying  a  creditable  knowledge  of  the  new  drill. 
As  must  appear,  it  is  a  cavalry  troop  in  name  only.

BATTERY  A— HELENA. 

Organized  in  1887.  Present  Captain,  F.  S.  Sanden,  command- 
ing since  August,  1891.  The  battery  is  dismounted.  Recruited 
strength  estimated  at  45.  Present  at  inspection,  2  commissioned 
officers — the  First  Lieutenant  being  absent — and  35  men.  Arms, 
3-inch  rifled  guns  and  sabers;  accoutrements,  pouches,  private — no 
haversacks  or  canteens;  clothing,  fatigue  only,  U.  S.  army  pattern. 
No  guard  duty  has  been  practiced  and  no  target  practice.  The  State 
Armory  is  shared  by  the  Battery.  Three  members  have  attended 
military  schools.  Drills,  57  past  year;  parades,  3.  Penalties  are 
aenerally  imposed.  Ten  schools  or  recitations  were  held  last  winter. 
Descriptive  book,  minute  or  company  meeting  book  and  property 
book  are  kept.  The  battery  gave  a  very  pretty  drill  in  the  school 
of  the  soldier  and  battery  dismounted,  showing   special    painstaking 
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on  the  part  of  the  officers  and  attention  by  the  men.  Everything 
worked  very  smoothly.  The  guns  are  in  good  condition.  No  horses 
are  supplied.

A  COMPANY,  FIRST  INFANTRY— GREAT  FALLS. 

This  company  was  inspected  in  the  evening  of  September  12. 
It  was  organized  July  21,  1889,  and  has  been  commanded  by  Cap- 
tain B.  D.  Whitten,  a  zealous  and  painstaking  officer,  since  Septem- 
ber 29,  1891.  Its  recruited  strength  is  32.  Present  at  inspection,  3 
commissioned  officers  and  26  enlisted  men.  Arms:  Springfield  rifle 
of  the  latest  pattern,  cal.  45;  steel  bayonet  and  scabbard;  McKeever 
cartridge  box,  holding  20  rounds.  It  has  no  haversacks,  knapsacks 
or  canteens,  and  only  such  knives,  forks,  spoons  and  tincups  as  may 
have  been  bought  by  private  means.  Clothing,  both  full  dress  and 
fatigue,  U.  S.  army  pattern.  No  shoes,  campaign  hats  or  leggins. 
Instruction  in  guard  duty  is  waiting  the  new  manual.  Drills  past 
year,  60;  parades,  2.  Its  penalties  for  absence  and  misdemeanors 
are  according  to  law  and  are  invariably  imposed.  Fire  discipline  has 
been  started  under  the  new  drill  regulations.  Some  target  practice 
has  been  held,  in  which  the  men  take  interest.  It  is  conducted  in 
accordance  with  Blunt's  Firing  Regulations  for  the  National  Guard. 
The  following  books  are  very  neatly  and  correctly  kept:  Business 
meeting  book,  descriptive  book,  order  and  letter  book,  and  target 
record  book.  The  by-laws  of  this  company  will  be  found  in  exhibit 
4.  Many  of  the  old  men  have  recently  been  discharged  and  most  of 
the  non-commissioned  officers  are  new.  Schools  and  recitations  are 
therefore  just  beginning  for  the  winter.  The  company  has  a  hall 
rented  for  an  armory,  and  though  small  it  is  very  neatly  kept.  A 
rental  of  $50  per  month  is  paid.  The  lieutenants  appear  to  be  care- 
fully interested  in  support  of  the  welfare  and  elficiency  of  the  com- 
pany, which  is  composed  of  young  clerks,  mechanics,  etc.,  about  the 
town.     The  company  paraded  in  full  dress.

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B  COMPANY,   FIRST    INFANTRY— BUTTE. 

This  company  was  organized  in  1884,  and  is  commanded  by 
Captain  John  Brannagan,  an  officer  of  wide  experience,  holding  his 
appointment  since  1886.  The  company  was  paraded  on  the  after- 
noon of  September  15th,  in  fatigue  uniform,  as  part  of  the  three- 
company  baltalion  stationed  at  Butte.  Its  recruited  strength  is 
85.  Present  at  inspection  :  Commissioned  officers  2,  Captain  Bran- 
nagan being  sick ;  enlisted  men,  30.  Arms,  Springfield  rifle,  last 
pattern;  calibre  45.  Accoutrements:  McKeever  cartridge  boxes; 
black  belts;  no  knapsacks,  haversacks  or  canteens,  tincups,  knives, 
forks  or  spoons.  Clothing:  Both  full  dress  and  fatigue,  except 
shoes,  hats  and  leggins — U.  S.  Army  pattern.  Has  had  no  guard 
duty  instruction  since  encampment  three  years  ago,  and  no  drill  of 
consequence  under  the  new  drill;  seventy-two  drills,  under  old,  the 
past  year,  and  three  parades.  Penalties  are  under  the  company 
code,  and  after  first  offense  are  always  imposed.  Schools  and  recita- 
tions are  held  twice  a  month.  No  instruction  in  new  fire  discipline. 
Books  kept:  Company  minute  book,  ledger,  account  and  descrip- 
tive book.  No  target  practice  since  last  inspection.  No  armory, 
though  one  is  reported  in  course  of  construction  for  the  three  Butte 
companies.  The  men  are  chiefly  of  Irish  descent,  and  miners. 
It  was  not  clearly  understood  why  so  few  turned  out,  but  was  laid  to 
the  fact  that  men  could  not  easily  leave  their  work  long,  the  drill  of 
the  Butte  Dattalion  being  omitted,  by  request  of  the  commanding 
officer,  for  this  reason.  Their  general  appearance  and  marching  was, 
however,  observed.     The  company  rate  in  the  scale  as  follows :

F   COMPANY,    FIRST    INFANTRY— BUTTE. 

Organized  in  1887.  Captain  Henry  Mueller  in  command  since 
October,  1889.  He  was  absent  at  the  inspection,  through  press  of 
other  business.  The  company  was  paraded  as  part  of  the  Butte 
battalion,  in  the  afternoon,  in  fatigue  dress,  under  First  Lieutenant 
Seadorf.  Recruited  strength  of  the  company,  40.  Present  at  in- 
spection :  Commissioned  officers,  2;  enlisted  men,  34.  Armed, 
clothed  and  equipped  like  the  other  companies,  with  the  exception  of 
full  dress,  of  which,  Captain   Mueller  states,  the  company  has  but 
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about  a  one-third  supply.  His  report  in  the  Adjutant  General's 
office  shows  the  company  accountable  for  thirty  uniform  coats.  Pos- 
sibly some  of  them  are  much  worn  and  unsightly.  Having  no 
armory,  and  the  surplus  or  extra  articles  being  scattered  in  widely 
different  places,  no  complete  inspection  could  be  made.  No  guard 
duty  since  encampment  three  years  ago.  One  member  of  the  com- 
pany is  from  the  Deer  Lodge,  Mont.,  school.  Drills  past  year,  60; 
parades,  3.  No  penalties  are  imposed.  No  schools  or  recitations  in 
tactics,  or  otherwise,  reported.  No  fire  discipline.  A  descriptive 
book  is  kept.  No  target  practice.  This  company  is  composed  of 
Germans,  of  various  occupations  about  town,  and  has  it  in  hand  to 
make  a  fine  organization.  The  company  was  excused  from  drilling 
by  the  Lieutenant  Colonel  commanding,  by  reason  of  pressure  of 
work,  most  men  being  on  the  night  shift  in  the  mines.  Their  march- 
ing and  formation  was  observed  with  interest,  and  gave  much 
promise.

G  COMPANY,  FIRST  INFANTRY— BUTTE. 

Company  organized  in  1887.  Present  Captain,  Byron  H.  Cook, 
commanding  only  since  August,  1892.  The  estimated  recruited 
strength  is  between  40  and  50;  exact  number  was  not  given.  Pres- 
ent at  inspection,  1  commissioned  officer,  35  enlisted  men.  The  lieu- 
tenants were  absent.  Company  paraded  with  the  Butte  battalion  in 
the  afternoon  in  fatigue  dress.  It  is  armed,  equipped  and  clothed 
like  the  remainder  of  the  First  Infantry  regiment,  only  regiment  in 
the  State,  and  is  without  knapsacks,  haversacks  and  canteens.  No 
guard  duty  since  encampment.  No  armory.  Six  members  of  the 
company  are  reported  to  have  attended  schools  where  military  in- 
struction formed  part  of  the  duties.  Drills  the  past  year,  60;  parades, 
2.  Penalties  are  according  to  State  law,  but  none  have  been  im- 
posed since  the  new  captain  assumed  .command  a  month  or  so  ago. 
No  fire  discipline.  Some  target  practice  at  100,  200  and  300  yards 
under  Blunt  rules,  but  no  systemized  record  kept.  No  sharpshooters 
or  marksmen.  Descriptive  book  and  minute  book  kept.  The  com- 
pany is  American,  and  my  understanding  was  that  they  were  gener- 
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ally  members  of  an  order  known  as  Patriotic  Sons  of  America.  Their 
endeavors  are  commendable  and  should  be  encouraged  by  the  State. 
Drilling  by  the  company  was  omitted  by  the  commanding  officer,  on 
the  same  grounds  as  given  in  the  other  companies  of  the  Butte  bat- 
talion. The  same  observation  of  their  marching  and  formation  was 
made,  which  was  creditably  performed.

BUTTE  BATTALION— BUTTE  CITY. 

What  is  known  as  the  Butte  Battalion,  comprising  B,  G  and  F 
companies,  before  described  in  detail,  is  under  the  personal  observa- 
tion of  Colonel  Harry  C.  Kessler,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Shoemaker,  and 
Adjutant  Geo.  F.  Marsh,  all  of  whom  reside  there  giving  it  personal 
attention.  The  zealous  interest  of  these  officers  adds  greatly  to  its 
efficiency.  Colonel  Kessler  is  a  loyal  legion  man  which  is  alone  suf- 
ficient to  establish  him  as  a  proficient  soldier.  A  fine  enlisted  band 
of  twenty-two  pieces  forms  part  of  the  enlisted  strength  adding 
much  to  its  cohesion  and  pleasure.  A  $75,000  building,  the  lower 
floor  of  which  is  to  be  devoted  to  use  as  an  armory  for  this  battalion 
is  being  erected  by  Silver  Bow  County  and  Butte  City.  This,  if  ac- 
complished will  do  much  to  improve  organization.  Few  places  are  to 
be  had  for  drill  purposes  at  present. 

K  COMPANY,  FIRST  INFANTRY— ANACONDA. 

Company  organized  October,  1887.  Present  Captain,  William 
M.  Kelly,  in  command  two  months.  Recruited  strength  46  enlisted 
men.  Present  at  inspection,  3  commissioned  officers,  28  enlisted  men. 
The  arms  and  accoutrements  are  the  same  as  the  other  infantry  com- 
panies. No  equipments  in  the  way  of  knapsacks,  haversacks  or 
canteens.  Clothing  both  full  dress  and  fatigue  of  the  regular  army 
pattern.  No  guard  duty  or  instruction  has  been  had.  It  occupies  a 
room  as  armory  50x60  feet  three  nights  each  week  at  a  rental  of  $25 
per  month.  Drills  the  past  year  52,  parades  4.  No  penalties  are  im- 
posed. Schools  or  recitations  have  not  been  held.  No  fire  discipline 
under  new  drill  regulations.     No  books  or  records.     No  target  prac- 
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tice.  The  occupation  of  the  members  is  of  a  general  nature  about 
town,  two-thirds  laborers  in  smelters.  The  company  presented  a  fair 
soldierly  appearance  in  line,  but  the  Captain  is  new  in  that  capacity 
and  did  not  make  an  extended  attempt  at  drill.  If  able  to  command 
sufficient  time  the  company  ought  to  make  a  good  one.  They  are  a 
fine  looking  body  physically.  The  usual  trouble  is  found  in  coming 
together  for  instruction  with  possibly  a  feeling  of  insecurity  in  mas- 
tering the  new  drill  which  obtains  in  other  companies.  Careful  study 
of  the  minor  parts  with  practice  will  soon  reassure  and  give  confi- 
dence to  those  endeavoring  to  improve.  The  company  claims  to  have 
received  but  $500  in  three  years  past,  sustaining  itself  by  private  sub- 
scription; if  true,  this  should  entitle  it  to  increased  commendation. 
For  some  reason  the  company  feels  neglected  by  the  State  and  local 
inhabitants.  It  had  never  before  been  inspected  by  an  officer  of  the 
army.  Encouragement  would  be  valuable,  the  company  appearing 
well  disposed.  The  Captain  remarked  to  me  that  it  was  hard  to  keep 
up  a  company.  Men  enlisted  in  good  faith  for  three  years  but  are 
often  discharged  from  civil  employment  and  in  consequence  obliged 
to  leave  the  guard.  This  may  be  fairly  applied  to  many  other  com- 
panies. 

The  company  is  rated  as  follows:

E  COMPANY,  FIRST  INFANTRY— DILLON. 

This  company  has  been  organized  since,  1888.  Captain  David 
Lamont,  its  permanent  commander,  was  an  officer  of  sterling  worth, 
the  postmaster  of  the  town,  highly  respected,  and  zealous  in  his 
guard  work,  but  his  sad  death  a  few  days  after  this  inspection  leaves 
the  company  without  his  experienced  counsel.  But  the  young  lieu- 
tenant will  willingly  emulate  his  example  in  attempting  to  place  it  at 
a  high  standard.  The  recruited  strength  of  the  company  is  22. 
Present  at  inspection,  evening,  fatigue  dress:  Commissioned  officers, 
2;  enlisted  men,  22.  Arms,  accoutrements  and  clothing  like  the 
other  companies  of  the  regiment.  No  knapsacks,  haversacks,  can- 
teens, or  knives,  forks,  spoons  and  tincups  from  the  State  or  general 
government.  No  practical  instruction  in  guard  duty  since  last 
encampment.  Pleasant  theatre  room  for  armory,  40x100  feet;  $400 
per  year  rent.     Drills   past   year,   60;    parades,   3.      The   penalties. 
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State  code  and  company  by-laws,  are  not  imposed.  Twelve  schools 
or  recitations  since  receipt  of  new  drill  regulations,  and  some  instruc- 
tion in  fire  discipline.  A  minute  book  and  cash  book  are  kept.  In 
target  practice  18  practices  have  been  held,  5  rounds  each  at  100 
and  200  yards.  No  systemized  record  kept  under  Blunt's  new  sys- 
tem for  the  National  Guard.  in  occupation  the  members  of  the 
company  are  about  one-half  farmers  and  one-half  clerks  in  town.

D  COMPANY,  FIRST  INFANTRY— VIRGINIA  CITY. 

Organized  in  1885.  Commanded  by  Captain  Henry'  Filing,  a 
firm  and  popular  officer,  taking  great  pride  in  his  men,  which  appears 
to  be  reciprocated.  He  has  been  in  command  since  1888.  The  com- 
pany was  paraded  in  fatigue  uniform  in  its  armory,  a  rented  hall,  in 
the  evening,  as  the  most  convenient  time,  most  of  the  men  living 
some  distance  in  the  country  and  finding  difficulty  in  sparing  time  at 
this  season  of  the  year.  Recruited  strength,  47.  Present  at  inspec- 
tion, 3  commissioned  officers  and  28  enlisted  men.  The  arms, 
accoutrements  and  clothing  are  the  same  as  the  other  companies  of 
the  regiment.  No  guard  duty  has  been  practiced  since  encampment 
three  years  ago.  Drills  past  year,  44;  parades,  3.  No  penalties  are 
imposed,  there  being  no  occasion.  No  schools  or  recitations  are  held 
and  no  fire  discipline  yet  under  the  new  regulations.  A  descriptive 
book  and  company  minute  book  are  kept.  Considerable  target  prac- 
tice (about  5,000  rounds  at  200,  300  and  500  yards)  has  been  had, 
but  no  organized  record  under  the  new  system  has  been  kept.  The 
company  takes  pride  in  some  good  shots  and  exhibited  interest  in 
points  shown  them.  Occupation  of  men:  Miners,  general  laborers 
and  mechanics.  A  good  band  supported  by  the  town  plays  for  the 
company  whenever  called  upon;  four  of  its  members  belong  to  the 
company.  Special  interest  seems  manifested  in  the  company  by  its 
members  and  by  the  captain,  who  is  entitled  to  more  than  the  good 
opinion  of  the  State  for  his  services;  the  men  also  for  the  creditable 
manner  in  which  they  appear  to  cultivate  that  interest.

H  COMPANY,  FIRST  INFANTRY— BOZEMAN. 

This  company  was  organized  in  June,  1887.  Commanded  since 
1890  by  Captain  James  W.  Dreman,  who  is  county  clerk  and  recorder 
of  Gallatin  county,  an  old  army  soldier,  personally  known  to  me,  ex- 
cellent and  reliable  always,  but  whose  correct  instruction  and  dis- 
cipline of  by-gone  days  has  so  settled  upon  him  that  he  cannot  suc- 
cessfully accommodate  his  ideas  of  obedience  to  orders  and  general 
discipline  to  the  natural  differences  existing  in  the  present  organiza- 
tion. The  company  has  existed  in  a  rather  indefinite  state  between 
cavalry  and  infantry  during  the  past  year,  only  recently  having 
adopted  the  latter  as  the  best  course,  being  without  horses.  For  this 
reason — the  uniforms  having  been  sent  in  for  exchange — the  com- 
pany paraded  in  citizen  clothing.  The  parade  was  in  the  evening  in 
their  rented  hall,  used  as  an  armory,  75x30.  Two  other  small  rooms 
in  the  same  building  are  used  as  store-rooms.  Recruited  strength, 
42;  present  at  inspection,  commissioned  officers,  2;  enlisted  men,  29. 
The  company  has  no  arms,  carbines  having  been  turned  in  in  ex- 
pected exchange  for  rifles.  It  has  McKeever  boxes  and  black  belts, 
overcoats,  blouses  and  caps.  No  practical  guard  instruction  since  en- 
campment. One  sergeant  has  attended  a  military  school.  Drills  the 
past  year  40  in  number,  parades,  3.  No  penalties  are  imposed.  No 
fire  discipline.  A  descriptive  book  is  kept.  No  regular  target  prac- 
tice outside  of  a  competition  at  Butte  City  in  October,  1891.  (See 
Note.)  Private  means  of  General  Hoffman  enabled  a  few  of  them  to 
enjoy  this  pleasant  duty.  By  occupation  farmers,  merchants  and 
clerks,  two-thirds  in  town  of  Bozeman,  one-third  in  country.  The 
usual  difficulty  exists,  as  with  most  of  the  companies,  of  getting  to- 
gether as  often  as  desirable  for  drill  and  instruction.  No  drilling  or 
exercise  of  any  kind  attended  the  inspection,  for  the  reasons  above 
given.  A  general  interest  was  apparent  in  the  direction  of  keeping 
up  a  good  company  and  1  have  no  doubt  it  can  be  made  so. 

Note.— The  Captain  has  evidently  been  misinformed.  All  expenses  of  the  men  attend- 
ing tlie  target  competition  in  Butte  in  October,  1891,  were  paid  by  tlie  State.  These  expenses 
included  the  transportation,  subsistence  and  lodging  of  tlie  men,  and  in  addition  to  this  the 
per  diem  pay  of  $3  was  allowed  and  paid.  There  was  no  necessity  for  General  Hoffman  to 
pay  anything,  and  no  information  has  ever  reached  this  office  that  any  such  payments  were 
made. 
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No  full  rating  can  be  attempted  although  the  personnel  appeared 
first-class  and  discipline  of  a  comparative  good  state. 


Organization. 


Under  the  military  code  the  National  Guard  of  Montana  consists 
of  not  more  than  ten  companies  of  infantry,  two  troops  of  cavalry 
and  one  battery  of  artillery,  four  guns,  with  certain  enumerated 
officers.  General  Staff,  Field  and  Staff  and  Line,  the  Governor  hav- 
ing discretion  to  increase.  See  Exhibit  1,  Sections  2  and  3.  in  reality 
the  peace  establishment  has  at  present  11  general  staff  officers,  7 
field  and  staff,  32  line  officers  and  535  men.  The  organizations  are  9 
companies  of  infantry,  1  troop  of  dismounted  cavalry  and  1  dis- 
mounted and  4  4  inch  rifled  guns. 

A  new  proposed  law  reduces  the  general  staff  to  6  (see  1373, 
Exhibit  2)  and  the  line  to  six  companies  of  infantry  and  three  troops 
of  cavalry. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

Whatever  force  may  be  determined  upon  it  is  recommended  that 
four  companies  be  considered  the  battalion  unit  to  accord  with  sec- 
tions 1379-80,  exhibit  2,  and  the  conclusion  of  our  ablest  tacticians, 
with  a  Major  in  command  of  each  such  unit,  responsible  under  the 
Colonel  for  its  efficiency.  The  concensus  of  opinion  and  almost  uni- 
versal reasoning  is  in  this  direction. 


Appropriations. 


Of  the  $400,000  appropriated  by  Congress  annually  for  the  Na- 
tional Guards,  Montana  receives  as  its  allotment  $2,764.29.  The 
State  appropriates  $10,000  from  its  treasury  chiefly  in  $500  allotments 
to  companies  for  armory  rent,  etc. 
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RECOMMENDATION. 

That  steps  be  taken  through  Congressional  representation  to  in- 
crease the  appropriation  to  National  Guards  to  $1,000,000.  Sixty-five 
millions  of  people  should  find  this  an  economical  expenditure  for 
preparation. 


Pay,  Allowances  and  Expenses. 


Pay  to  the  amount  of  $3  per  diem  and  rations  to  officers  and  men 
alike  is  the  present  law  when  called  into  service  by  the  Governor  on 
the  request  of  the  county  officers  to  suppress  riot  and  enforce  civil 
law;  to  be  paid  from  the  county  treasury.  When  called  into  service 
by  the  Governor  to  repel  invasion  or  suppress  insurrection,  the 
same  payment  is  made  from  the  State  treasury.  (Sec.  1,  D.,  Exhibit 
1).  The  same  pay  and  allowances  are  made  during  encampments. 
(Sec.  20,  Exhibit  1). 

An  allowance  of  $500  per  annum  is  made  to  each  company  for 
armory  rent  and  other  appropriate  use  not  prohibited  by  law.  (Sec. 
1,  H.,  Exhibit  1). 

Bands  receive  $250  for  same  purpose.  The  Adjutant  General 
receives  $500  per  annum,  the  Ordnance  Officer  $300.  (Sections  19 
and  6,  Exhibit  1 ). 

The  duties  of  the  general  staff  are  in  reality  chiefly  performed 
by  the  Adjutant  General,  Inspector  General  and  Ordnance  officer. 

Pay,  subsistence  and  transportation  are  also  allowed  officers  and 
men  on  court  martial  service,  but  there  has  been  no  such  expense. 
Actual  expenses  are  allowed  for  horses  used  on  stated  parades  and 
when  called  into  active  service. 

For  clerk  hire  at  each  regimental  or  battalion  headquarters  $150 
per  annum  is  authorized.  Transportation  to  and  from  encampments 
and  subsistence  thereat  is  an  item  of  expense  paid  by  the  State. 
Rifle  and  artillery  ammunition  the  same,  on  recommendation  of  a 
military  board.  The  cost  of  tactics,  text  books,  blank  books,  forms, 
etc.,  is  authorized. 
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RECOMMENDATION. 

The  proposed  military  code  grades  and  files  pay  from  $3.00  to 
$2.00  per  diem,  officers  and  men,  in  time  of  peace,  and  in  time  of 
war  the  same  as  the  United  States  Army,  an  important  saving,  but 
which,  being  all  taken  from  the  men,  should  be  devoted  to  prizes 
within  different  organizations  for  proficiency  in  military  attainments, 
target  practice,  etc. 


Discipline. 


Section  40  of  the  Military  Code, (Exhibit  1), provides  that  courts 
martial  may  be  instituted,  conforming  to  those  of  the  United  States, 
and  chapter  5  of  the  proposed  code  does  not  contravene  this  act. 
(See  Sees.  1531,  1535,  Exhibit  2).  It  would  seem  pertinent  to  rec- 
ommend that  the  articles  of  war  governing  the  army,  commencing 
at  the  20th,  first  embodying  the  general  sense  of  Sec.  1342,  R.  S., 
with  such  modifications  as  now  obtain  by  operation  of  G.  O.  21,  A. 
G.  C,  1891,  and  such  further  modifications  as  may  be  necessary  to 
properly  meet  cases  arising  under  State  authority,  be  adopted  by 
Montana  in  full,  for  the  double  reason  that,  misdemeanors  being 
plainly  set  forth  therein,  soldiers  are  enabled  to  understand  them,  and 
it  makes  uniformity  between  United  States  and  State  forces,  instruc- 
tion that  may  be  useful  if  troops  are  called  together. 

The  average  rating  of  discipline  for  all  the  troops  was  between 
good  and  satisfactory.  The  standard  of  comparison  should  be  under- 
stood as  between  companies  of  the  Guard,  and  not  a  strict  line 
drawn  at  the  army  standard. 

Discipline  is  handicapped  in  the  National  Guardsman,  and  hun- 
dreds of  good  reasons  are  at  hand.  His  joining  is  optional  with  him- 
self; he  gets  no  pay,  except  in  active  service,  when  he  leaves,  per- 
haps, a  higher  pay  for  a  lower  rate;  he  is  excused  from  jury  duty 
and  head  tax,  and  that  is  about  all.  His  obligation  requires  him  to 
drill,  parade  and  obey  various  orders,  and  the  law  promises  him  an 
encampment  of  one  week  in  the  year  in  return,  a  suit  of  clothes, 
arms  and  equipment.  Notwithstanding  this  disparaging  balance 
against    the   Guardsman,    discipline   can    be   somewhat   improved. 
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Harshness  and  annoyance  should  cut  no  figure.  Firmness,  kindness, 
justice,  soldierly  dignity  and  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  duties  should 
be  the  main  features.  If  the  Captain  is  insecure  in  his  tactics  and  gen- 
eral military  ability,  discipline  is  much  affected;  men  lack  confidence 
and  grow  weak  in  obedience.  Quietness  in  barrack  rooms  and  gen- 
erally are  good  points  for  discipline.  The  salute  of  the  soldier  is  his 
daily  greeting,  and  not  a  mark  of  superiority  outside  the  require- 
ments of  discipline.  The  Indian  says  "How  !"  and  means  much; 
the  citizen,  "Good  morning  I  How's  your  health!"  The  soldier 
salutes,  and  whenever  on  duty  or  in  uniform  it  should  be  observed. 
Preliminary  setting  up  to  make  a  soldierly  position  easy  and  natural 
has  its  merits,  but  above  all  in  importance  is  the  fact  that  instructors 
should  be  able  to  instruct,  commissioned  or  non-commissioned.  Men 
will  then  follow,  and  with  increased  soldierly  respect. 


Personnel. 


The  personnel  of  the  National  Guard  of  Montana,  both  officers 
and  men,  gives  the  impression  of  possessing  those  sterling  character- 
istics, physically  and  mentally,  generally  found  among  men  reared  in 
pure  atmosphere  and  moral  surroundings,  and  which  add  to  the  de- 
sirable and  useful  qualities  of  the  soldier.  Those  connected  with  the 
present  organization  are  fully  alive  to  the  growing  necessity  for  a 
Guard  that  will  excite  the  pride  and  command  the  respect  of  the 
people  it  aims  to  protect,  who  in  their  turn,  not  only  from  the  ex- 
periences of  the  past  in  territorial  days,  but  as  well  from  what  must 
be  a  knowledge  of  constantly  increasing  requirements,  will,  it  is 
hoped,  be  ready  to  approve  and  support  an  efficient  Guard  with  more 
active  interest  than  appears  to  have  materially  existed  in  most  cases 
in  the  past.  Much  effort  is  necessary  on  the  part  of  officers  and  men 
to  the  end  that  by  good  discipline  and  soldierly  appearance  and  at- 
tainments they  will  be  able  to  respond  to  lawful  calls  for  aid;  confi- 
dence and  respect  on  the  part  of  the  State  will  be  established;  ap- 
propriate funds  will  be  more  cheerfully  given;  all  things  contributing 
to  the  strength  and  dignity  of  the  State. 
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Encampments. 


There  has  been  no  encampment  for  three  years. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

To  make  an  efficient  Guard  all  the  picnic  elements  should  be 
eliminated  in  encampments.  Small  bodies — companies — may  be 
marched  five  miles  out  to  some  pleasant  point,  camp  made,  dinner 
cooked;  marched  back  the  same  day,  gaining  important  experience 
in  the  art  of  marching  properly,  advance  and  rear  guards,  flankers, 
making  and  breaking  camp,  an  hour  of  camp  guard,  commencing 
with  the  ceremony  of  guard  mount.  A  regular  army  infantry  com- 
pany of  fifty  men  with  one  six-mule  team  and  wagon  is  made  com- 
fortable for  ten  days,  entirely  independent  of  other  base;  for  longer 
periods  a  supply  train  must  follow.  Single  days  might  be  found 
when  such  practice  marches  could  be  made  without  pay  under 
proper  spirit  and  encouragement.  Large  bodies  of  troops  without 
some  previous  primary  instruction  in  smaller  units  are  expensive  and 
comparatively  fruitless  of  the  special  good  results  generally  expected. 
This  expense  is  a  debarring  influence  with  the  State  authorities. 
The  law  and  spirit  governing  small  squads  in  preparing  the  soldier 
for  company  and  battalion  drill  are  equally  applicable  in  marches 
and  encampments,  and  valuable  time  may  be  saved  when  large 
bodies  are  together  by  preliminary  preparations. 

The  general  complaint  of  last  year  against  omission  of  the  en- 
campment was  prevalent  amongst  the  companies.  I  was  informed 
that  one  would  propably  be  held  next  year. 

At  this  part  of  my  report  1  invite  attention  to  Exhibit  6,  attached, 
showing  every  item  necessary  for  a  company,  battery  or  troop  of  40 
men  for  ten  days  in  the  field,  and  ask  that  it  be  published  for  infor- 
mation of  the  Guard.  Exhibit  7,  attached,  shows  the  articles  each 
company  has  on  hand  now,  together  with  all  surplus  in  store  at 
Helena  and  Bozeman.     By  comparison,  what  is  needed  will  be  seen. 

The  new  military  post  near  Helena  will  be  favorable  for  en- 
campments by  association  with  regular  troops;  but  until  that  post  is 
established  companies  should  be  taught  simple  things  and  prepared 
for  sfood  work.

Arms  and  Equipments. 


The  arms  are  the  same  as  issued  to  the  army:  Springfield  rifles 
and  carbines,  cal.  45,  sabers  and  3-inch  rifled  guns.  The  Guard  is 
without  proper  personal  equipment  for  service. 


RECOMMEMDATIONS. 

That  to  supply  deficiency  the  field-mills,  belt,  knapsacks,  haver- 
sacks, canteens,  knives,  forks  and  spoons  be  furnished,  to  be  used 
on  encampment  duty,  at  other  times  to  be  kept  in  armory.  The 
weakness  of  individuality  in  this  respect  is  often  apparent  when 
troops  are  called  upon  for  outside  duty.  The  table  given  in  Exhibit 
6  will  show  what  is  required  in  full. 


Uniform  and  Clothing. 


As  appears  in  my  separate  report  on  companies,  the  uniform, 
full  dress  and  fatigue,  is  the  same  as  supplied  the  regular  army,  with 
the  exception  of  one  company  which  has  no  full  dress,  also  except- 
ing campaign  hats,  shoes  and  leggins. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

That  campaign  hats,  shoes  and  leggins  be  supplied  as  part  of 
the  complete  outfit  for  field  use  only.  Caps  are  unsatisfactory  in 
hot  or  stormy  weather.  Shoes  are  the  strongest  point  in  good 
marching;  leggins  preserve  the  limited  supply  of  trousers,  and  in 
dusty  and  muddy  marching  and  drilling  more  than  replace  their 
value  in  the  saving.  Taken  altogether  these  articles  complete  and 
make  uniform  the  dress  of  the  army  and  National  Guard.  All  issued 
should  be  turned  in  to  the  armory  after  the  drill  or  encampment 
is  over. 

-3- 
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Books  and  Records. 


In  general  the  hooks  and  records  kept  are  extremely  limited, 
irregular  and  not  altogether  uniform.  Beyond  the  records  kept  hy 
the  Adjutant  General  and  the  ordnance  oft'icer,  who  transact  the 
paper  work  at  headquarters,  most  companies  have  a  business  meeting 
book  and  a  descriptive  book.  One  has  an  order  and  letter  book  and 
target  record  book.  The  various  blanks  in  use  are  shown  in  Exhib- 
its 8,  9  and  10,  attached  to  this  report. 


RECOMMENDATION. 

The  objecf  of  my  recommendations  has  been  to  keep  in  view 
system,  uniformity  and  economy  in  expenses.  Each  company  should 
keep  the  following  record  books: 

Letters  sent  book. 

Letters  received  book. 

Company  order  book. 

Descriptive  book. 

Morning  report  book,  to  be  used  only  in  the  field,  small  roll 
books,  rosters,  etc.,  and  such  other  memoranda  as  may  be  required 
by  the  State.  Whenever  a  company  is  broken  up  or  discontinued, 
all  records  should  be  sent  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State.  A 
few  dollars  will  buy  all  these  books,  and  a  permanent  record  main- 
tained. A  new  company  formed  from  an  old  one  could  continue  on 
with  the  same  books.  Copies  of  all  reports  or  returns  made  should 
be  retained  and  filed  with  the  company. 


Target  Practice. 


Considerable  interest  has  been  manifested  in  this  direction,  but 
no  uniform  or  systemized  method  adopted. 
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RECOMMENDATION. 

That  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  army  furnish  sufficient  copies 
of  Blunt's  Target  Practice,  published  in  memorandum  of  May  12, 
1892,  A.  G.  O.,  to  supply  each  company  of  the  Guard,  and  thatwhat- 
ever  firing  is  done  conform  to  the  method  prescribed  therein,  and 
that  at  the  end  of  the  season  the  best  shots,  a  given  number  from 
each  company,  assemble  for  competition,  prizes,  sharpshooters'  or 
marksmen's  badges  being  offered  by  the  State. 

Preliminary  instruction  in  sighting,  position  and  aiming  and  gal- 
lery practice  can  be  conducted  during  the  winter  in  accordance  with 
the  army  text-book  "Small  Arms  Firing  Regulations."  Reloading 
tools  could  be  procured  under  Sec.  29  (Exhibit  1),  State  Code. 


Text-Books,  Schools,  Recitation  and  Instruction. 


It  is  believed  that  tactics  (drill  regulations)  are  generally  pro- 
vided for  the  companies;  if  not  sufficient  should  be  supplied  to  allow 
copies  to  be  taken  home  by  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  to 
look  over  at  their  leisure.  The  principal  text  books  needed  are  drill 
regulations,  the  manual  of  guard  duty  and  Blunt's  Small  Arms  Firing 
Regulations. 

RECOMMENDED. 

That  the  armories  or  drill  rooms  be  made  pleasant  places  of  meet- 
ing on  other  than  the  regular  weekly  drill  nights,  where  even  a  few 
members  can  assemble  and  mutually  inform  themselves.  But  if  this 
can  not  be  done,  then  the  duties  of  the  usual  night  should  be  diversi- 
fied— not  made  for  drill  only.  If  the  instructor  is  a  good  one  half  an 
hour  is  long  enough  to  drill,  each  wing  reviewing  and  taking  up  a 
new  movement.  Devote  the  remainder  of  the  time,  as  much  as  can 
be  spared,  to  guard  duty,  simulated  target  practice,  answers  by  non- 
commissioned officers  to  questions  in  their  duties  which  may  have- 
been  previously  given  out.  Diversion  will  help  keep  up  interest  with 
better  results.  One  officer  suggested  that  a  regular  officer  be  sent 
to  instruct  the  National  Guard  officers,  which  would  no  doubt  be 
beneficial,  but  it  is  questionable  whether  the  army  has  them  to  spare. 
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No  good  could  be  accomphished  without  constant  attention  the  entire 
year,  going  from  place  to  place,  in  encampments  previously  ar- 
ranged much  good  can  be  done  in  shorter  time. 

Should  any  of  the  officers  of  the  guard  desire  to  inform  them- 
selves correctly  upon  the  subject  of  military  law  in  its  complex  or 
simple  application  under  Section  40  (Exhibit  1)  of  the  Military  Code 
of  Montana,  with  a  view  to  improved  uniformity  and  cohesion  with 
regular  army  procedure,  as  has  been  suggested  by  at  least  one  officer, 
Winthrop's  Military  Law,  volumes  1  and  2,  published  by  W.  H,  Mor- 
rison, Law  Book  Seller  and  Publisher,  Washington,  D.  C,  will  place 
him  right  and  be  found  an  instructive  study.  It  is  complete  in  all 
points  from  the  forming  of  charges  to  the  conclusion  of  proceedings 
and  covers  all  cases  of  military  law. 


General  Observations. 


Where  disorder  and  lawlessness  exist  capital  and  its  accompany- 
ing development  of  the  resources  of  a  State  is  timid  in  locating  and 
investing,  prevention  and  speedy  correction  is  often  found  in  the 
simple  methods  intended  to  be  created  by  militia  laws,  and  when  such 
bodies  can  be  established  having  at  heart  the  best  interests  of  the 
community  they  should  be  encouraged  and  not  altogether  treated  as 
a  useless  expense. 

Montana  has  enormous  mining  interests  and  a  more  or  less  migra- 
tory class  of  employed  men  who  may  at  times,  if  we  learn  anything 
by  contemporaneous  history,  become  turbulent,  and  to  meet  any  pos- 
sible feeling  of  insecurity,  a  reasonable  observance  of  constitutional 
provisions  in  sustaining  a  National  Guard  would  not  be  inappropriate. 
All  good  citizens  should  support  these  bodies,  and  in  consideration 
of  what  must  be  accepted  as  true  that  from  remote  time  individuals 
have  always  owed  a  certain  service  to  the  State  as  a  payment  for 
security  and  peace  in  the  enjoyment  of  good  government.  So,  in 
turn,  the  States  owe  to  the  General  Government  a  compensating 
support  and  service  in  return  for  the  protection  guaranteed  and  ex- 
tended to  each,  under  the  law,  against  domestic  violence  and  invasion. 

It  is  manifestly  wrong  that  States  should  be  weak  and  inefficient, 
and   unfair  and  irregular  that  some  States  should  maintain  National 
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Guards  fully  able  to  assert  their  dignity,  while  others  of  like  import- 
ant resources  and  production  should  be  indefinite  or  passive  in  their 
support  and  treatment  of  these  patriotic  bodies,  falling  back  early  and 
in  weakness  upon  the  General  Government  on  the  approach  of  dis- 
turbing elements. 

Attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  following  exhibits  at- 
tached, not  heretofore  referred  to  in  the  body  of  this  report: 

Exhibit  5 — A  map  of  Montana  showing  stations  of  troops,  railroads, 
navigable  streams,  principal  strategic  points  in  connection  with 
mobilization. 

Exhibit  6 — A  list  of  all  stores  and  articles  in  the  hands  of  each  com- 
pany and  of  the  surplus  in  armory. 

Exhibit  7 — A  statement  showing  all  articles  necessary  for  a  troop  of 
cavalry,  four-gun  battery  of  artillery  and  company  of  infantry 
for  60  days'  field  service,  based  upon  a  strength  of  40  men  (but 
10  days'  rations  and  forage  are  given;  the  remainder  to  be  in 
supply  train). 

A  list  of  articles  deficient  and  to  be  supplied  is  also  shown. 

Exhibit  8 — A  form  used  by  the  Guard,  showing  money  and  property 
accountability  of  companies  rendered  annually  to  the  Adjutant 
General  of  the  State. 

Exhibit  9 — A  form  of  requisition  for  clothing  and  equipage. 

Exhibit  10 — A  form  of  muster  and  inspection  roll  I'endered  yearly  and 
upon  organization  of  a  company  to  the  Adjutant  General.

I. — The  Second  Annual  Ritle  Competition  for  the  N.  G.  M.  will 
take  place  at  the  Helena  Range,  commencing  Monday,  October  17th, 
and  closing  Thursday,  October  20th,  1892. 

II. — The  competition  will  be  between  teams  of  five  (5)  men 
each,  from  the  several  companies  of  the  National  Guard  of  Montana. 

III. — The  competition  will  be  governed,  except  as  hereinafter 
modified  by  the  firing  regulations  for  small  arms  now  in  force  in  the 
United  States  army.  The  team  making  the  highest  aggregate 
scores  for  all  distances  to  be  declared  the  winner  at  the  competition. 
Scores  of  individual  members  of  teams  will  be  recorded  and  published 
for  the  information  of  all  concerned. 

IV. — A  State  trophy  will  be  competed  for,  and  will  be  awarded 
to  the  company  whose  team  attains  the  highest  aggregates. 

V. — The  company  so  winning  the  same  will  be  entitled  to  hold 
it  for  the  period  of  one  (1)  year,  when  it  shall  become  again  subject 
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to  the  competition  and  be  returned  to   the   control   of   the   Adjutant 
General. 

VL — Any  company  winning  this  trophy  three  times  (not  neces- 
sarily in  succession)  will  be  entitled  to  hold  and  own  the  same. 

Vll — Hours  for  firing  will  be  such  as  are  designated  by  the 
officer  in  charge,  and  when  once  announced  will  not  be  changed 
except  in  case  of  rain  or  stormy  weather. 

Vlll. — Places  for  firing  will  be  drawn  for  each  day  by  the  team 
captains. 

IX. — The  detail  of  commissioned  officers  for  the  competition  will 
be  as  follows:  1  Officer  in  Charge;  1  Quartermaster,  who  will  act  as 
Commissary  of  Subsistance;  1  Record  Officer;  and  1  Range  Officer, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Adjutant  General. 

X. — The  officers  and  enlisted  men  attending  the  competition 
will  have  the  authority  and  perform  the  duties  above  prescribed, 
together  with  those  laid  down  for  officers  and  enlisted  men  detailed 
and  assigned  to  similar  positions  in  the  army,  and  will  be  allowed 
per  diem  and  transportation  from  their  respective  stations  to  Helena 
and  return. 

XI. — The  following  special  regulations  will  govern  all  firing  at 
this  competition: 

1.  The  following  positions  only  will  be  permitted  in  preliminary 
and  competitive  firing:  At  200  yards,  the  standing  position;  at  300 
yards,  either  kneeling  or  sitting;  at  500  yards,  lying  down,  prone 
position.  Any  variety  of  these  positions  authorized  by  the  regula- 
tions for  competitive  firing  will  be  permitted. 

2. — The  service  rifle  or  carbine  and  original  service  cartridges 
only  will  be  used  in  competition. 

3. — If  a  rifle  or  carbine  becomes  disabled,  the  competitor  will  at 
once  submit  the  piece  for  the  inspection  of  the  range  officer. 

4. — During  the  progress  of  a  match  or  competition  no  one  except 
the  officers  on  duty  at  the  range,  the  competitors  and  the  score- 
keeper  will  be  permitted  at  the  firing  point. 

5. — The  squads  of  competitors  will  be  stationed  at  least  ten  (10) 
yards  in  rear  of  the  firing  point,  where  they  must  remain  until 
called  by  the  score-keeper  to  take  his  position. 

6. — No  expression  on  the  part  of  competitors  of  approbation  or 
disappointment,  with  reference  to  any  scores  made  by  themselves  or 
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Others,  must  be  uttered  loud  enough  to  be   heard  at  the  firing  point. 

7. — These  regulations  and  such  special  rules  or  directions  as  the 
officer  in  charge  may  give,  must  be  rigidly  complied  with  by  all  com- 
petitors and  all  other  persons  upon  the  range. 

8. — Marking  and  scoring  will  be  conducted  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  paragraphs  484  to  500,  Small  Arms  Firing  Regulations. 

9. — The  score-keeper  will  be  seated  close  to  and  in  the  rear  of 
the  firing  point  stakes,  and  will,  as  each  shot  is  signaled,  annouce  in 
an  audible  voice  the  name  of  the  competitor  and  value  of  the  shot, 
and  at  the  conclusion  of  the  score  of  each  competitor  repeat  his  name 
and  total  score. 

10. — Competitors  must  pay  attention  to  the  score  as  announced 
and  recorded,  so  that  any  error  may  be  promptly  investigated. 

11. — The  recorded  value  of  any  shot  will  not  be  changed  after 
the  following  shot  has  been  fired  unless  some  special  message  with 
reference  to  it  is  received  from  the  markers  in  the  pit. 

12. — Any  alteration  of  the  scoring  must  be  witnessed  by  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  firing  point,  and  endorsed  with  his  initials. 

13. — The  trigger  pull  must  always  be  at  least  six  (6)  pounds, 
and  will  be  tested  by  each  competitor,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
range  officer,  before  firing  each  day. 

14.  Competitors  will  submit  their  pieces  for  further  inspection 
whenever  required  by  competent  authority. 

15.  Competitors  will  wear  the  prescribed  fatigue  uniform,  with 
service  belt,  issued  by  the  State.  The  use  of  a  campaign  hat  or 
cap,  other  than  the  forage  cap,  will,  however  be  permitted. 

16.  Competitors  will  not  be  hurried  in  their  firing,  but  such 
slight  delay  permitted  after  each  shot  as  they  may  desire;  pro- 
vided the  time  of  firing  the  score  does  not  exceed  an  average  of  one 
minute  per  shot,  or  thirty  minutes  for  each  team. 

17.  If  an  accident  to  a  target,  or  any  other  cause  over  which 
the  soldier  has  no  control,  prevents  him  from  completing  his  score 
within  a  reasonable  time,  he  will  be  allowed  such  additional  time  as 
the  Range  Officer  may  decide. 

18.  No  two  competitors  shall  in  any  match  or  competition  use 
the  same  rifle  or  carbine,  nor  shall  a  competitor  change  his- piece  dur- 
ing any  competition,  unless  his  piece  has  become  unserviceable 
through  an  accident,  which  fact  must  be  verified  by  the  Range  Officer. 
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Willful,  but  not  unintentional  violation  of  this  regulation,  will  war- 
rant the  officer  in  charge,  in  his  discretion,  excluding  the  soldier  from 
further  competition. 

19.  Rifles  can  only  be  cleaned  upon  the  completion  of  a  score. 

20.  in  team  matches  the  presence  at  the  firing  point  of  the 
team  captain  will  be  permitted,  who  may  give  the  members  of  his 
team  such  advice  or  directions  as  he  may  think  proper. 

21.  Any  competitor  who  shall  be  detected  in  any  evasion  of 
the  conditions  prescribed  shall  be  excluded  from  further  participating 
in  the  firing  at  that  meeting;  or, 

Who  shall  be  guilty  of  falsifying  his  score,  or  be  accessory 
thereto;  or, 

Who  shall  offer  a  bribe  of  any  kind  to  a  scorer  or  marker,  shall, 
upon  the  fact  being  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Range  Officer 
and  Officer  in  Charge,  be  reported  in  writing  to  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral of  the  National  Guard  of  Montana,  who  will  then  direct  that  the 
competitor  be  forever  disqualified  from  taking  part  in  future  compe- 
titions held  by  the  National  Guard  of  Montana. 

22.  Any  competitor  refusing  to  obey  the  instructions  of  the 
Officer  in  Charge  or  assistants,  or  violating  any  of  these  regulations, 
or  being  guilty  of  unruly  or  disorderly  conduct,  or  being  intoxicated, 
will  be  immediately  disbarred  from  further  competition  at  that  meet- 
ing, The  Officer  in  Charge  will  also  report  the  fact  to  the  Adjutant 
General,  who  will  take  such  further  action  as  he  may  deem  proper. 

23.  All  ties  will  be  decided  and  dispose  of  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  paragraphs  651  and  652,  Small  Arms  Firing  Regulations. 

24.  Any  person,  whether  a  competitor  or  not,  interfering  with 
any  of  the  firing  squad,  or  annoying  them  in  any  way,  will  be 
warned  to  desist,  and  if  he  repeats  the  offense,  will  be  at  once 
ordered  off  the  range  ground. 

XII. — The  detail  of  officers  will  be  announced  when  determined 
upon  by  the  Adjutant  General. 

XIII. — Preliminary  practice  will  be  had  in  the  forenoon  of  each 
day,  and  record  firing  in  the  afternoon,  as  follows  : 

First  Day — 200  yards;  5  shots,  no  sighting  shot. 
Second  Day — 300  yards;  5  shots,  no  sighting  shot. 
Third  Day— 500  yards;  5  shots,  2  sighting  shots. 
Fourth  Day— 500  yards;  5  shots,  no  sighting  shot. 
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XIV. — Classification  will  be  as  follows  for  rifle : 
First  Class— 40  out  of  100. 
Riflemen— 56  out  of  100. 
Marksmen — 67  out  of  100. 
Sharpshooter — 80  out  of  100. 

XV. — Classification  for  carbine  shooting,  10  percent,  less  than 
the  foregoing. 

[The  foregoing  rules  may  be  modified  to  such  an  extent  as  may 
be  approved  by  the  Commander-in-Chief.] 

XVI. — While  it  is  expected  that  the  men  sent  to  attend  the  com- 
petition will  be  reasonably  expert  in  the  use  of  the  rifle,  it  is  not  in- 
tended that  they  will  be  named  solely  on  account  of  being  the  best 
shots  in  the  company.  Proper  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  soldierly 
appearance  and  good  standing  of  the  men. 

The  details  will  be  made  immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  this 
order,  and  the  names  of  the  officers  and  men  sent  at  once  to  this 
office.
